ran beyond half a million dollars 


Loss Is Enormous

Pio- 
perty custodian L. J. Hughes saic 
it would be between $600,000 and 
$700,000, not including students1 
personal losses.

A 51-year-old "dangerous killer" 
was arrested today as his brother

cheek and asked: "Bud, why, did 
you do if" 


Sheriff James E. Thompson said 


W F Bean would be charged with 
murder in the slaying of his wife 
and young daughter. Three other 
children saw the slaymgs. One of 
them was wounded. 


At Isolated Farm 
Officers 
took 
Bean, 
whom" 


Thompson had called "a danger- 
ous killer," into custody at an 
isolated farm outbuilding near the 
frame house in which the shoot- 
ings occurred Thursday night. He 
had been the object of a four-state 
search. 


Bean walked quietly from the 


building when Thompson shouted 
for him "to come out if you're 
in there." 


His brothers, J. R. Bean, who 


was on the search, ran toward 
him "The sheriff called to me to 
get back," he told newsmen. 


"But I kept on running. I threw 


my aims around him and kissed 
him on the cheek and asked: 'Bud, 
why did you do it.' 


"I had to, to save my own 


life,' was what he replied to me 
sobbing. You know there were 
six bullet holes in the ceiling of 
the house. My brother said he 
had been drinking at the time oj 
the shooting." 
Taken Into Custody 
Then membeis of a posse step- 


ped up and took Bean into cus- 
:ody. 


Bean's wife, Fannie, 35, and 


daughter, Dorris Jean, 11, were 
'ourid dead in the house by their 
landlady. A son Donold Ray, nine, 
was critically wounded. Donald's

old Thelma were lined against a 
wall, weeping.

District 
Storekeeper for the Eastern 
Division of the railroad, to 
the plant building, contents 
and to a stock lumber pile 
just to the north of the build- 
ing. 


It was the second file suffered 


at the Missouri Pacific shops in 
which losses reached into the six 
"igures. February 
10,1947. The 


bosses at that time were estimated 
at around $400,000. This fire de- 
stroyed the shop offices, and store 
rooms with thousands of dollars 
in new supplies. This fire was dis- 
covered at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Hundreds To Scene 
Hundreds of people in Sedalia 


and farmers residing noith of the 
shops and in that vicinity were 
attracted to the shops grounds 
Saturday 
afternoon when huge 


clouds of black smoke rose into 
:he air and drifted to the north. 
It was a spectacular lire which 
created a great financial loss, but 
fortunately none of the fire fight- 
ers, or volunteers, were injured 
in fighting the fierce eating flam- 
es. 


G. O. Tindell,

watchman at the shops, discovered 
the blaze exactly at 12 o'clock 
noon. It was but a very few min- 
utes after officials had left the 
main office to go to town for their 
lunch. Tindell reported he saw 
the flames about the center of the 
507 foot building on the roof, and 
immediately turned in an alarm. 
The fire whistle was blown at the 
shops and workmen began hurry- 
ing around running hose lines to 
it while the fire companies in Se- 
dalia were notified. 


Soon Mass Of Flames 
When the Sedalia fire companies 


arrived, the entire frame structure 
ivas a mass of flames, and a por- 
:ion of the roof had already caved 
in. By 12:40 o'clock the entire 
Building was nothing but a heap 
of burning timbers, and the fire 
was then spreading into the large 
stock pile of lumber to the north. 
Water Main Burst 
The Sedalia water company im- 


mediately boosted the pressure and 
a water main in the western part 
of the shop grounds broke causing 
several fire plugs to be without 
water. The fire truck of west 
Sedalia company had hooked to 
ine of the small mains and was 
julling water into one line of hose, 
jut theie was not enough to handle 
•wo lines of hose. The tiuck was 
;hen moved to a large tank of 
water where it pumped water into 
ts hose line, relieving the shop 
nams for other lines. The east 
Sedalia fire truck was "spotted" 
at another lank and pumped wat- 
er fiom it into a line of hose.

drenched the car and lumber in- 
side putting out the flames. 


Guy Bailey, superintendent of 


the shops, arrived on the scene 
soon after the fire started and 
kept tab on the progress of the 
fire fighting. He was deeply con- 
cerned for a time about the store 
building which houses oxygen and 
acetylene. Bailey stated this build- 
ing would have exploded had the 
fire made contact with it, and 
might have caused possibly loss 
of life and for sure a large portion 
of the shops might have been de- 
stroyed. 


From the time the fire in the 


Reclamation plant was discovered 
throughout the afternoon a smart 
breeze blew from the south fan- 
ning the flames. Because of this 
breeze it was feared the entire 
lumber supply might be destroy- 
ed and the flames carried to the 
above mentioned building. Fire- 
men and volunteers with several 
lines of hose worked hard soaking 
lumber and holding the lumbei 
fire in one location. Other work- 
men rushed to large piles of heavy 
timbers and rolled them, to the, 
north away from the fire. This! 
put a block to the lumber fire 
and did much in saving additional 
heavy timber and lumber. 
Fought Fire Six Hours 
It was nearly six hours before; 


the city firemen were relieved ofi 
their work on the shop grounds 
As soon as it was certain the fire 
was under control the city fire- 
men returned to their stations and 
members of the shop fire depart- 
ment took over and kept watei 
drenching the smouldering em- 
bers throughout the evening and 
night.

Coroner W. E. Maxwell then 


recessed the inquest. He said it 
would reconvene next Monday 
after officers had had time to 
make a further investigation. 


At the time oE King's arrest, 


Sheriff George Gibbins said King 
told him he killed his wife by 
hitting her on the head with a 
stotie hammer.

Leavenworth, Kas., related that 
her father had told her he killed 
Mrs. King and then carried her 
body in his ca:: for six days be- 
fore hiding it. Later, she said 
King repeated the story in the 
presence of herself and her bro- 
ther, Dorel, 16. 
Told His Children 
Mrs. Godby said her father 


told her the slaying took place 
in South Dakota. Coroner Max- 
well estimated the woman had 
been dead about 10 days when 
the body was found. 


Sheriff 
Gibbins said he had 


been informed in a telephone call 
that King had^been a patient at 
state hospital No. 2 at St. Jo- 
seph. A check of. the records there 
showed a Tommy Emsley King, 
then 40 years old, had been ad- 
mitted to the hospital Oct. 26, 
1944, and released on parole Nov. 
17 the same year. King's address 
then 
was listed 
as 
Excelsior 


Springs. 


In his testimony today before 


the jury, Sheriff Gibbins related 
that King accompanied him on a 
search for the body ol Mrs. King 


"He told me 1,o go to a knoll 


over the hill and stop at the 
first telephone pole," the officers 
said. ''We stopped there. King 
went down and jerked weeds ofl 
the blanket and said, 'that's my 
wife,'" 


He said no blood spots were 


found at the scene. 


King, 
a construction worker 


and crane operator, formerly liv- 
ed near the place where the body 
was found. He said he had mar- 
ried Mrs. King four years ago. 
His former wife, two daughters 
and two sons live in Leaven- 
worth.

cigarette smoker who left behind 
a trayful of stubs.

The girl was identified as Miss 


Gwenda McCal'lum, 20, an Austral- 
ian. She disappeared 
from the 


Orient liner Orcades on the night 
of Oct. 30 In the Tasman sea be- 
tween Sydney and Melbourne. The 
liner docked, here Wednesday. 


The ministry of transport held 


an inquiry to confirm the ship- 
ping company' report that she met 
"death 
by 
disappearance." 
Its 


findings will be communicated to 
the Melbourne police. 


Principal witness was Alister 


Cameron, a M-year-old British 
civil servant in Fiji. He was re- 
turning to Britain for home leave 
He said he met Miss McCallum a 
a Sidney hotel just before the 
boat sailed. 


He said she came aboard with- 


out a ticket and remained "either 
accidentally or deliberately" unti 
after the ship sailed. He testifiec 
she had no money, and that he 
paid her fare as far as Melbourne 


Last Seen At 1:30 A. M. 
Cameron said he accompanied 


the girl to he]- cabin that night 
lent her a pair of pajamas, anc 
stayed with her until about 1:30 
a. m. 


The next morning she was miss- 


ing. 


Cameron said he looked in her 


cabin and saw a red rose. 


"I remember the rose because 


I wondered where anyone man- 
aged to find a red rose," he said 
"It was definitely not there when 
I was in the cabin. It was on a 
long stalk and was lying on top 
of the ventilator. 


"I also noticed that the ashtrj 


was full of cigarette ends although 
I do not smoke and while I wa 
with her, neither did Miss McCal- 
lum," he said. 


Cameron said the only thing 


missing from the cabin was th> 
pajamas.

Harbor Not Happen Again

PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 
3—(ff) 


—There couldn't be another Pearl 
Harbor today. Navy men say that 
wryly, eight years 
after Pearl 


Harbor became a date to remem- 
ber. 


They say that for two reasons. 


The first, today's 
preparedness. 


The second, there is no mighty 
fleet here to blow up. 


Swooping Japanese planes that 


blasted the United States into war 
that peaceful December 7 morn- 
ing in 1941 trained their sights on 
capital ships of one of the mighti- 
est armadas of their day. 


Today Pearl Harbor rarely sees 


anything more martial than a 
military transport loading 
sur- 


pluses. 


Pearl Harbor, 1949, is a sprawl- 


ing, bewildered giant. 
Fed by 


four years of war, it grew ten- 
fold. 
Its postwar diet, cutback 


after cutback, has reduced it to a 
military husk. 


Eight years have erased mosl 


traces of the disaster that smash- 
ed the backbone of a proud Pa- 
cific fleet into a smoking mass 01 
twisted steel. 


Glory Has Vanished 
Gone, too, is the glory that was 


Pearl 
Harbor 
at its 
wartime 


height. Six 
hundred 
warships 


filled the mighty harbor 
then. 


Fifty thousand civilian 
workers 


80,000 navy personnel 
swarmed 


about their duties. 


Peace and the implications of 


the atom bomb have drained all 
the glory out of this 
throbbing 


wartime nerve center of the Pa- 
cific. 


Today a shrunken staff of 5,800 


shipyard personnel 
keeps busy 


with humdrum duties, processing 
surplus war material back to 
west coast and Atlantic bases from 
Pacific outposts pinched shut by 
economy. 


Solitary reminder of Pearl Har- 


bor's wartime combat strength is 
a 
powerful 
snorkel 
submarine 


fleet based here. Five destroyer 
escorts keep it lonesome combat 
company. 


If you're looking for scars of 


America's worst military disaster, 
ride out to that empty string of 
buoys, where battleship row once 
gleamed in the Hawaiian 
sun. 


There's nothing there now, just 
the waves and, next 1o buoy F7, a 
heap of scrap iron brown with 
rust. 


The rust is all that's visible of 


the once proud Battleship 
Ari- 


zona, and 900 bodies are still en- 
tombed beneath the rust. 


They and 2,395 of their country- 


men died fighting, .shocked into 
action, that early December morn- 
ing eight years ago. 


Some were having a lazy break- 


fast, thumbing through the Sun- 
day comics or brushing 
their 


clothes to go ashore, when their 
world turned upside down. 


Some Survivors Back 
Some of the survivors are back 


in Pearl Harbor today, still with 
the navy. Things blew up so fast 
that Sunday morning, it's hard to 
remember just what happened, 
and when. 


Chief Teleman 
Howard Aid- 


ridge of Fort, Worth, Tex., was 
bosun's mate first class on the 
Oklahoma. The Oklahoma was 
hit by four aerial torpedoes. 


"We didn't know it was the real 


thing 'till she tilted over," Aid- 
ridge recalled, over the counter of 
the fleet post office he runs here. 
The Oklahoma capsized and sank 
in 12 minutes. Aldridge and 15 of 
his men were trapped in a gun 
turret trunk 


Three of them, good swimmers, 


got out underwater. The rest stay- 
ed 36 hours, waiting they didn't 
know what lor.

ary memories of the date which 
will live in infamy.

Eight battleships, 11 other 
warships were sunk or damaged 
Eighty navy planes were 
des- 


troyed, 169 damaged 


The Japanese skipped the doz- 


ens of destroyers, minelayers and 
submarines that made up the total 
of 86 warships concentrated in 
Pearl Harbor at the time. 


Pearl Harbor as a naval base— 


the drydocks, machine shops, sup- 
plies, barracks, storage facilities, 
power plants, utilities—was prac- 
tically unscathed. Those were the 
sinews of war that swiftly grew 
and multiplied.

America's 30-Year War 
Against- Communism: 6 


Legal Anti-Red Weapons 
Aren't Heavy Artillery 


By Fetet Eds.on 


IfEA Washington Correspondent 


The weapons brought up by 


Congress and the Supreme Court 
have hardly been what might be 
termed heavy artillery against the 
Communists. 
* 


The court says it cannot act 


effectively because Congress has 
not strengthened the basic laws 
which may be used aginst Com- 
munists—the Seditious Conspiracy 
Act (1861); the Espionage Act 
(1917), and the Immigration Act 
(1918). 


Conversely, Congress maintains 


that is cannot strengthen these 
laws in any significant particular 
because such action would inev- 
itably be ruled unconstitutiona 
as an abridgment of the Bill of 
Eights—the ruling to come from 
the Supreme Court. 


There, in essence, lie the weak- 


ness and strength in the U. S 
•war against Communism. From a 
democratic point of view the Con- 
stition and the Bill o:E Rights are 
good—and sacred. From a Com- 
munist point of view they are 
gyves and letters, making it im- 
possible 'to put .down all but the 
bomb-throwing type of revolu- 
tionist 


Consider Congress fiirst: 
Session after session has dog- 


gedly refused to enact laws which 
would abridge the rights of free 
speech, and freedom of assembly 
The Hatch, Voorhis and Smith 
Acts, voted in the 1939-40 session 
were aimed at Nazism and Fas- 
cism primarily. 


Rep. Hamilton Fish. Jr., of New 


York, headed the first attempt to 
write a basic anti - Communist 
code, in 1931. Fish's committee sat 
in 13 cities, interrogated 275 wit- 
nesses and came up with a 14- 
point program so impossible to 
execute and so potentially harm- 
ful to the country that it died 
aborning. Only two of the recom- 
mendations bore fruit—to broaden 
the FBI's authority and to increase 
its funds so it could function more 
efficiently in the field. 


Next 
came 
the McCormack- 


Dichstein 
Committee 
of 
1935, 


which drew some blood. Its report 
held that the Communist Party 
was not a legitimate t>arty at all, 
but was an adherent to foreign 
ideologies without any real con- 
cern for the internal weal at all. 


The committee made six recom- 
mendations: 


1. Legislation which resulted in 


the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act of 1938. 


2. Action by the Secretary of 


Labor to terminate the stay here 
of any alien on a visitor's visa if 
he engaged in propaganda activ- 
ities. Largely realized when the 
Immigration Service passed from 
the Labor to the Justice Depart- 
ment with greater powers. 


3. Negotiation by the State De- 


partment of treaties under which 
foreign nations would agree to ac- 
cept their nationals by deporta- 
tion in cases of action against the 
U. S. No action on this one. 


4. A law prohibiting advice or 


counsel to members of the armed 
services 
to disobey 
regulations 


Covered in the Alien Registration 
Act. 


5. A law which would give U. S. 


attorneys over the land the same 
right to invoke the rule of con- 


tempt against 
recalcitrant 
wit- 


nesses. No action. 


6. Outlawing of the old "over- 


throw by force and violence" line. 
Partially achieved in the Smith 
and Voorhis Acts. 


Now pending is the Mundt-Fer- 


guson bill, which would: 


1. Outlaw advocating establish- 


ment of a dictatorship. 


2. Forbid passage to alien or- 


ganizations of any classified in- 
formation affecting national se- 
curity. 


3. Punish any agent with up to 


10 years and a $10,000 fine for 
receiving such information. 


This bill met with no great suc- 


cess in the session just ended, but 
is likely to be a 1950 campaign is- 
sue and may be passed. How much 
emasculation will occur in its de- 
tailed 
provisions 
is 
anybody's 


guess. The old bogey that the 
Constitution 
may 
be 
violated 


hangs over it, as it has hung over 
virtually all previous bills. 


On the Supreme pourt side of 


the picture you find: 


In the last three decades, the 


court has considered perhaps 50 
cases involving 
Communists — 


though not Communism. The court 
has consistently ducked the ques- 
tion of whether the Reds advocate 
the overthrow of government, in 
effect saying that its function is 
solely of decisions and not to make 
determinations about the legality 
or illegality of an organization. 


The first case involving a sub- 


versive was that of John Turner, 
an Englishman, who entered the 
country illegally in 1904 and was 
proved to be an anarchist here 
for no good. The court upheld the 
constitutionality of Congress' de- 
portation order. Thirty - odd sim- 
ilar cases have since been decided 
in lower courts, with the Supreme 
Court's ruling as precedent. 


The final important case involv- 


ing criminal syndicalism was that 
of Ben Gitlow, who will be re- 
membered as an ardent Commie 
who saw the light and became one 
of Moscow's most articulate op- 
ponents. Gitlow, caught in New 
York's Lusk commitee raids, was 
convicted as editor of The Rev-

Schneiderman case, the court de- 
cided that there must be clear 
evidence

member advocated party princi- 
ples before he could be deported. 


The Harry Bridges case set the 


precedent that there must be clear 
evidence 
of 
Communist Party 


membership before an alien could 
be ordeied deported. But his 12- 
year-fight 
against 
deportation 


may again come to the Supreme 
Court if a new trial in San Fran- 
cisco iinds Bridges guiltty of per- 
jury in his 1945 citizenship appli- 
cation. 


And so it goes. There never has 


been a clear-cut Supreme Court 
decision on a Communist's con- 
tempt of Congress or the courts, 
though such opinions may 
be 


forthcoming in this year's cases 
of the 10 Hollywood writers and 
ot 
Eugene Dennis, Communist 


party secretary-general.

Dawsorrs Appointment to 
Democratic National Committee 
Has Interesting Background 


By Drew'Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Very quietly this week, a 


Negro was made vice-chairman oi the party 
which once went to war over the issue of slavery. 


The Negro is Congressman William Dawson 


of Chicago, and the man whose place he is taking 
as vice-chairman of the Democratic National 
committee is boss Frank Hague of Jersey City. 


The change was engineered by Democratic 


National Chairman William Boyle and has an 
interesting background. 


The vice-chairmanship of the Democratic 


National Committee long was held by Mayor 
Ed Kelly of Chicago. Kelly, an active Roosevelt 
man, made the position important. After his re- 
tirement as mayor, the vice-chairmanship went 
to boss Hague of New Jersey, who last month 
suffered a crushing defeat. 


At that time Hague announced that he was 


ready to resign as vice-chairman of the-commit- 
tee, and Bill Boyle expressed the hope privately 
that he would. 


"I'd grab his resignation in. a minute," Boyle 


told friends. 


This week Boyle acted. William Dawson, long 


a Democratic member of Congress from Chicago, 
last January was the first Negro Congressman 
to become chairman of a Congressional commit- 
tee. As head of the House Expenditures com- 
mittee he has got along well with broad-minded 
representatives Hardy of Virginia, Lanham of 
Georgia and Bonner of North Carolina. So 
Chairman Boyle quietly elevated him to the 
vice-chairmanship of the Democratic National 
Committee. 
GOP And Colored Vote 
Even more interesting is the political back- 


ground behind Dawson's appointment. 


The Chicago district which sends him to Con- 


gress used to be Republican. And during the 
Herbert Hoover landslide in 1928, it sent Oscar 
de Priest, Negro Republican, to Congress—the 
first Negro elected to that body in many years. 
Result v/as a hue and cry from Washington 
society, including many Republicans, that Con- 
gressman de Priest should not be invited to the 
regular White 
House reception which 
the 


president gives to all members of Congress. 


President Hoover did not take a forthright 


stand on the matter, and although de Priest was 
finally invited, the debate hurt the GOP's stand- 
ing with the big-city Negro populations. Various 
other factors were involved, of course, such as 
FDR's relief program, and Truman's Civil Rights 
program, but even since then, the Republicans 
have lost the Negro vote. 


Today, two Negroes are members of Congress 


—Dawson from Chicago and Adam Clayton 
Powell of Harlem, N. Y. Dawson is always in- 
vited to Congressional receptions, but Powell, 
whose wife Truman dislikes, is not. 
Guarding Austrian Art 
A guard of 115 men stand watch over the rare 


Austrian art collection on display at the National 
art gallery during the daytime. Twenty more, 
plus a squadron of military police, stand watch 
on Saturdays and Sundays. "We tell them to 
remain as unobstrusive as possible, but to keep 
their eyes open," says the gallery's administrator, 
Col. Harry McBride. 


President Truman was so taken by the collec- 


tion during a private viewing that he remained 
for and hour and a half, admiring the quaint old 
antiques, carxed ivories, suits of armor, and 
the Cellini salt cellar. However, the president was 
most impressed by the paintings, particularly 
one of Rembrandt's self-portraits. 
World Food Bank 
There has been a jot of backstage cabinet 


debate over the U. N. food and agriculture or- 
ganization's plan to feed the world's needy areas 
from U. S. farm surpluses. Though President 
Truman has given his official blessing, his 
Secretary of State and Secretary of Agriculture 
are definitely against it. 


They are not opposed to the principle of 


feeding the hungry, bul to the cost and machin- 
ery involved. What tr-e FAO advocates is an 
international clearinghouse where surplus com- 
modities could be gathered, then distributed to 
impoverished nations. Secretary Acheson's oppo- 
sition to this idea has been well known, but it 
was thought Secretary Brannan was opposed to 
him. However, he is not. Their joint opposition 
is based on the fact that a world food clearing- 
house would cost an estimated five billion 
dollars, to be divided among nations according 
to their national income, which would mean 
Uicle Sam would foot about half the bill. In 
other words, it would cost Uncle Sam about 
500 million dollars the first year to give away 
only 360 million dollars worth of surpluses. 


Therefore Acheson and Brannan argue that 


it would be cheaper just to give away the sur- 
pluses. They are sure Congress will think so too. 
U. S. Food Surpluses 
Brannan and Acheson had a joint session at 


the White House the other day at which they 
gave the president the following facts: 


The Department of Agriculture now has in 


its bins 236 million pounds of dried skimmed 
milk, 80 million pounds of butter and 64 million 
pounds of dried eggs, worth a total of about 
360 million dollars. But Europeans will not eat 
, 


dried milk and eggs. The wheat on hand, which 
they will eat. is just enough to supply regular 
customers and keep a small reserve in case of 
emergency. Corn isn't popular in Europe and 
can't easily be shipped abroad. 


So far the only crops curtailed in this country 


are tobacco, peanuts and potatoes. Peanuts are 
too expensive for basic food, and potatoes can 
be shipped overseas only when refrigeration 
conditions are right. The first shipload, intended 
for Europe after the war, had to be dumped in 
the bay before it left port. 


These were the arguments that Acheson and 


Brannan took to President Truman. He agreed 
that emphasis should be placed on his "point 
four" program to help backward countries help 
themselves. But lie didn't want to appear un- 
charitable nor to throw cold water on the food 
and agriculture organization. So he promised 
to "work wholeheartedly" with FAO in planning 
better food distribution, though he will not sup- 
port the food clearinghouse idea. 


John Tu. Lewis Freezes 
The newly elected operators' trustee ' of the 


coal miners' pe'nsion-and-welfare fund, former 
Federal Judge Charles I. Dawson of Louisville, 
thought another cold wave had blown down 
from the northern icelands when he attempted 
to take his seat the other day. 


United Mine Workers boss John L. Lewis, 


chairman of the three-man trustee board, froze 
Dawson with a contemptuous glance as he enter- 
ed the meeting room, then bellowed at the third 
trustee, Senator Styles Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire, who represents the public: 


"What's this gentleman doing here? I refuse 


to recognize him!" 


Bridges, who needed Dawson's vote to stop 


"emergency" spending of welfare funds by 
Lewis, the main point of calling the meeting, 
got nowhere with a motion to seat the new trus- 
tee. Lewis angrily announced that he would not 
entertain such a motion until "the status of Mr. 


• Van Horn (Ezra Van Horn, Dawson's prede- 
cessor) has been cleared up." 


There was some question in his mind, intoned 


the mine union chief that Van Horn could 
legitimately resign while a suit against Lewis, 
Van Horn and Bridges for alleged dissipation of 
the pension-and-welfare fund, brought by a 
Pennsylvania coal miner, is still pending in court. 


Both Van Horn and Senator Bridges have 


disclaimed any reaponsibility in this suit, con- 
tending Lewis made unauthorized expenditures 
from the fund without consulting them. How- 
ever, the big mine boss, who exercised one-man 
control of the fund while it was still active, em- 
phatically favors "equal responsibility" now that 
the legal heat is on. 


Nor would Lewis agree to stop "emergency" 


spending from the welfare fund's balance of 
about $13,000,000, taken in since his contract 
with the operators expired last June 30. 


"Well, if you're such a stickler for technical- 


ities, maybe this is something that should be 
decided by the courts, also," Bridges commented 
tartly. "In my opinion, it's a violation 'of our 
truteeship to continue spending from the welfare 
fund and I want to go on record here and now 
as disapproving what you're doing. 


"I'm as deeply moved by these emergency 


health cases among the miners as you are," 
continued Bridges, "but actually this isn't our 
money to spend while there is no existing con- 
tract between the miners and the operators."

SIDE from the glitter and 
A 


tension that builds up at a sym- 
phony orchestra concert there are 
many prosaic matters that are 
first attended to. Few concerl 
goers ever wonder; who engaged 
the artist, who agreed to pay him 
how did he get to our community 
how does any young, talentec 
artist rise to recognition in the 
public eye? 


Only a couple of decades ago 


there was the romantic barn- 
stormer who toured the country 
without definite plans for prospec- 
tive engagements. Now things have 
changed. In fact the business phase 
of music has been its most modern 
asset. Tours are run with machine- 
like precision. The former hap- 
hazard way of an artist working 
from week to week has been re- 
placed with a solid dependable 
and responsible institution. 


Most artists at the present time 


are engaged by corporations, the 
two largest being National Con- 
cert Artists Corporation and Co- 
lumbia Artists Management, Inc., 
both of New York. These corpor- 
ations employ hundreds of people 
and manage most of the top artists 
of today. The staffs consist of 
publicity men, t r a f f i c experts, 
salesmen and accountants. There 
are a few artists who still work 
with the aid of a private manager, 
independent of any corporations 


In the story of artist managing 


there is rather a unique twist of 
facts concerning the artist's popu- 
larity. When the demand for the 
artist's talents are great, it's be- 
cause of the artist's talent. When 
the demand is lacking it's caused 
by the managers' poor support. At 
least that's the artist's conception. 
The managers are the artist's sales- 
men and for his toil he receives as 
high as twenty per cent of the 
artist's income from concert ap- 
pearances. Actually the job in- 
cludes much more than mere sell- 
ing someone the idea that his 
artist is "out of this world " A

Who does all the buying of the 


artist's talents? Most of the time 
it's important men and women, or 
firms, who help and foster musi- 
cal entertainment for their towns, 
clubs, schools or local orchestras. 
Such corporations as already men- 
tioned employ traveling salesmen 
who call upon these prospective 
clients and offer their artist's tal- 
ent.

In the case of the Sedalia Sym- 


phony orchestra there is usually 
an artist committee. This year, 
however, a special group made up 
of members from the symphony 
board has been formed. This group 
holds the responsibility of select- 
ing a variety of artists that will 
provide excellent entertainment 
and give Sedalia music listeners a 
comprehensive knowledge of all 
forms of symphonic music. 


There are several, clubs in Se- 


dalia that have their own func- 
tioning artist committees. These 
committees work in the same fash- 
ion as the symphony group. 


The artist's fees vary from town 


;o town. They also depend on the 
:ype of concert that is to be given, 
tlie size of the hall, seating capa- 
city, etc. For small music clubs 
and similar organizations the fees 
are sometimes made accomodat- 
ng for the club's financial status. 
The whims of the artists also are 
a pending factor. Fees of the estab- 
lished artists vary little from one 
place to another. 


For artists who are in great 


demand, engagements are usually 
difficult to make.' The time ele- 
ment is also ail important govern- 
ing factor. It is obviously poor 
business for an artist to be booked 
in Atlanta on a Sunday and have 
another engagement in St. Paul 


plan of torn- is completed the buy- 
er is notified .when it is con- 
venient for the artist in question 
to appear in his city. Considerable 
juggling of dates is sometimes 
necessary. 


The number of dates the artist 


will fill in a season varies greatly, 
depending on the artist. A singer, 
because of the strain on vocal 
chords, usually appears less than 
the instrumentalist, who can some- 
times perform fifty to sixty con- 
certs in a year. 


For many years it was a well 


established opinion that an artist 
must make a New York debut 
before fame would envelope him 
This has been proven baseless. Th 
sharp cars of the big city critic 
actually prove damaging to 
prospective great, particularly i 
he isn't quite ready for such an 
opening Years spent working in 
minor U. S. cities, building up a 
solid reputation, arc a great asse 
before going to America's leading 
music city. There are a good manj 
other things that make or break 
a fledgling artist. 


Dr 
Richard Canterbury, well 


known Kansas City musician anc 
teacher, recently told me what he 
thought was basic in becoming a 
success as a concert artist. Dr 
Canterbury said: "I believe that an 
artist must have talent, courage, 
money, again talent and more 
money."
